The  Senate  met  at  twelve  o'clock  m.,  i)ur.suant  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Constitution  of  tlie  State  of  California. 

Tlie  Hon.  James  A.  Johnson,  Trcsident  of  the  Senate,  announced 
that  "this  being  the  day  and  hour  fixed  by  the  Constitution  for  the 
convening  of  the  Legislature,  it  becomes  my  duty  as  President  to 
now  call  the  Senate  to  order,"  and  directed  the  Secretarj*  to  call  the 
roll  of  Senators  elected  at  the  last  election  as  the  first  order  of  busi- 
ness.

Bancroft  &  Co..  of  San  Francisco,  have  published  a  work,  in  two  volumes,  aintaining  all  the 
Codes  now  in  force,  including  all  amendTnents  u)>  to  the  present  time.  It  is  much  more  con- 
venient for  use  than  the  copies  furnished  by  the  State.  They  can  be  had  for  fifteen  dollars  per 
set,  provided  a  sufficient  number  are  purchased  to  supply  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  I 
would  suggest  that  I  be  authorized  to  purchase  them.

1. 

Opening  of  the  Daily  Session-^. 

The  time  of  meeting  of  the  Senate  shall  be  eleven  o'clock  a.  u.  (Sundays  excepted),  and  in 
case  an}'  other  is  named,  it  shall  be  applicable  only  to  one  day,  and  shall  not  afl'ect  this  rule 
beyond  the  day  named  for  a  different  hour  of  meeting. 

2. 

Calling  to  Ordci — Reading  Journal. 

The  President  shall  call  the  Senate  to  order  at  the  stated  hour,  and  if  a  quorum  be  present, 
he  shall  order  read  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  preceding  day. 

3. 

Election  of  a  President  pro  tem. — His  Powers  and  Privileges. 

A  President  pro  tem.  shall  be  elected,  who  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  take  the 
Chair  and  c^ll  the  Senate  to  order  at  the  hour  of  the  meetings  of  the  Senate,  and  have  the 
same  power  as  the  President ;  but  the  President  pro  tem.  shall  vote  only  as  any  other  member 
of  the  Senate.  When  the  Senate  is  equally  divided,  the  Secrctarj'  shall  take  the  decision  of  the 
President. 

4. 

Attendance,  Duties,  and  Obligations  of  Senators. 
No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate  without  leave  first  obtained. 
A  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  are  hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  or  any  other  person,  for  any  or  all  absent  members,  as  the  majority  of  such  members 
present  shall  agree,  at  the  expense  of  such  absent  members  respectively,  unless  such  excuse  for 
non-attendance  shall  be  made  as  the  Senate,  when  a  quorum  is  convened,  shall  judge  sufficient, 
and  in  that  case  the  expense  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund ;  and  this  rule  shall 
apply  as  well  to  the  first  convention  of  the  Senate,  at  the  legal  time  of  meeting,  as  to  each  day 
of  the  session  after  the  hour  has  arrived  to  which  the  Senate  stood  adjourned.  The  President 
or  acting  President  of  the  Senate  or  of  less  than  a  quorum  thereof  shall  have  the  power  to 
issue  process,  directed  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other  person,  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  members  absent  without  leave.  Any  Senator  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  such  process,  unless 
sick  and  unable  to  attend,  shall  be  deeme<l  guilty  of  a  contempt  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, or  other  person  to  whom  such  process  may  be  directed,  shall  have  power  to  use 
such  force  as  may  be  necessarj-  to  comjiel  the  attendance  of  sucli  absent  member,  and  for  this 
purpose  he  may  command  the  force  ot  the  county  or  of  any  county  in  the  State. 

5. 

Order  of  Business.

7.  Introduction  and  First  Reading  of  Bills. 

8.  Motions,  Resolutions,  and  Notices. 

9.  Business  on  the  General  File  and  Third  Reading  of  Bills. 

10.  Unfinished  Business  of  the  preceding  day. 

11.  Special  Orders  of  the  day. 

12.  Reports  from  the  Committees  on  Enrollment  and  on  Engrossment  shall  at  all  times  be  in 
order. 

Provided,  that  messages  from  the  Governor,  State  officers,  and  from  the  Assembly,  may,  on 
motion  of  any  Senator,  be  considered  at  any  time. 

6. 

The  General  File;  its  hours — Special  Order  of  Bills  on  File. 
The  General  File  shall  be  the  speci.il  order  for  each  day  from  twelve  o'clock  until  two  p.  m., 
unless  sooner  disposed  of;  but  no  bill  shall  loose  its  place  upon  the  file  by  expiration  of  the 
time  or  by  adjournment  of  the  Senate  while  it  is  under  consideration ;  and  this  order  shall  take 
precedence  of  all  others. 

7. 

Secretary  to  post  General  File  daily. 

The  Secretary  shall  jmst,  each  morning,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  a  list  of  all  bills  upon  tlie 
General  File,  giving  tlieir  order,  and  also  setting  forth  their  number,  and  so  much  of  their  title 
as  necessary  to  ena,ble  Senators  to  understand  their  general  purport. 

8. 

Priority  of  Business. 
All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

9. 

Bills  Lie  Over  One  Day  on  Objection. 

If  objection  be  made  to  tlie  introduction  of  a  bill,  except  on  report  of  a  committee,  or  on 
previous  notice,  it  sluiU  lie  over  one  day,  unless  the  Senate,  by  a  two-thirds  vote, direct  other- 
wise. 

10. 

Iicadings  of  Bills. 

Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its  being  passed.  The  President  shall  give 
notice  at  each,  whether  it  be  the  first,  second,  or  third,  which  reading  shall  be  on  different 
days,  unless  the  Senate,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  direct  otherwise  :  provided,  that  upon  the  first 
reading  of  a  bill,  if  no  objection  be  made,  it  may,  without  delay,  be  read  a  second  time  by 
title,  and  be  committed  or  placed  on  the  General  File.  No  bill  shall  be  amended  or  committed 
until  twice  read. 

11. 

Second  Beading  of  Bills  as  in  Committee  of  the  TMiole. 

All  bills,  on  a  second  reading,  shall  be  considered  by  the  Senate  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
Senate  was  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  before  they  shall  be  taken  up  and  proceeded  on  by  the 
Senate  agreeably  to  the  Standing  Rules,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

12. 

After  Engrossment,  Bills  to  be  Carefully  Bead  and  Reported. 

All  bills,  amendments,  and  resolutions,  after  being  engrossed,  in  pursuance  of  the  order  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  carefully  examined  and  re])orted  back  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills, 
and  when,  by  order  of  the  Senate,  any  Senate  bill  shall  have  been  considered,  engrossed,  and 
passed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  committee  to  cause  the  same  to  be  correctly  engrossed  and 
reported  to  the  Senate;  the  engrossed  copy  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Assembly,  with  the  proper 
indorsements,  and  the  original  retained  by  the  Senate. 

13. 

After  the  Second  Beading,  Bills  to  go  on  File — Precedence  of  Engrossed  Bills. 

All  bills,  after  the  second  reading  (if  the  same  be  not  committed,  but  if  committed,  then  upon 
being  reported),  shall  be  placed  upon  a  General  File,  and  shall  be  taken  up  for  consideration 
and  passage  in  the  order  of  their  being  placed  on  file;  provided,  that  engrossed  bills  shall  take 
precedence  of  bills  not  engrossed. 

14. 

Amendments  and  Substitutes. 
Substitutes  may  be  offered  at  any  time  when  a  bill  or  resolution  is  open  to  amendment,  pre- 
vious to  engrossment,  and  when  adopted  shall  take  the  place  of  the  original  bill  or  resolution, 
and  shall  be  open  to  amendment. 
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15. 

Amendments  and  Substitutes  must  be  Germain. 

No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  ad- 
mitted under  color  of  amendment  or  substitute. 

16. 

Least  Sum  and  Shortest  Time  in  Filling  Blanks. 
In  filling  up  blanks,  the  least  sum  or  number  and  the  shortest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

17. 

Short  of  Final  Question,  Two-thirds  Vote  not  Requisite  on  Propositions  to  Amend  Con.'itituiion. 

When  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  or  any  bill,  requiring  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  the  Senators,  is  under  consideration,  the  concurrence  of  tn-o-thirds  shall  not  be  required  to 
decide  any  question  for  amendments,  or  extending  to  the  merits,  being  short  of  the  final 
question. 

18. 

Appointment  and  Order  of  Standing  Committees. 

The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  : 

1.  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

2.  Committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

3.  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Navigation,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

4.  Committee  on  Contingent  Expenses,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

5.  Committee  on  Corporations,  to  consist  of  seven  members. 

6.  Committee  on  Counties  and  County  Boundaries,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

7.  Committee  on  Education,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

8.  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

9.  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

10.  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

11.  Committee  on  Fmanee,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

12.  Committee  on  Hospitals,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

13.  Committee  on  Internal  Improvement,  to  consist  of  five  members. 

14.  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

15.  Committee  on  Mileage,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

16.  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

17.  Committee  on  Mines,  to  consist  of  five  members.

25.  Committee  on  Irrigation  and  Water  Rights,  to  consist  of  seven  members. 

26.  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game,  to  consist  of  five  members.

Committees  appointed  by  President,  unlets  otherwise  ordered. 

All  committees  of  tlie  Senate,  Special  and  Standing,  and  all  Joint  Committees  on  the  part 
thereof,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered. 

20. 

Committees  to  obtain  consent  of  Senate  for  Oncers. 

No  committee,  Standing  or  Special,  shall  elect  a  Clerk  or  Sergeant-at-Arms  without  first 
obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Senate. 

21. 

Order  of  Questions  on  motion  to  liefer. 
When  a  resolution  shall  be  offered  or  a  motion  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and  a  different 
committee  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  following  order: 

1.  The  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate. 

2.  A  Standing  Committee. 

3.  A  Select  Committee. 

22. 

Claims  on  Contingent  Fund  must  go  to  Committee  on  Contingent  Expenses. 
No  claim  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Senate  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  referred  to  and  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Contingent  Expenses.    This  rule  has  no  ■ 
application  to  the  election  of  attaches  of  the  Senate. 
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23. 

Order  of  Privileged  Questions  under  Debate. 

When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  the  following  privileged 
questions,  which  shall  have  precedence  in  the  following  order  : 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

5.  To  commit. 

6.  To  amend. 

7.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

24. 

Motion  not  to  be  Debated  until  Seconded  and  Announced. 

No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded  and  distinctly  announced  by  the 
President;  and  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the  President  or  any  member,  and 
read  by  the  Secretary  before  the  same  shall  be  debated.  A  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  before  amendment. 

25. 

Reading  of  a  Paper,  if  objected  to,  determined  without  Debate. 

When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  (except  petitions),  and  the  same  is  objected  to  hy 
any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  without  debate.  But  this  rule  is 
not  applicable  to  any  bill,  resolution,  amendment,  or  other  proposition  which  may  be  at  the 
time  directly  under  consideration. 

2fi. 

Senators  mu.^t  Address  the  President. 
Every  Senator,  when  he  speaks,  shall,  standing  in  his  place,  address  the  President,  and  when 
he  has  finished  he  shall  sit  (lown.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate 
on  tlie  same  day  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill,  without  leave;  and  Senators  who  have  once 
ej)okcn  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  the  Uoor  (except  for  explanation),  to  the  exclusion  of 
another  who  has  not  spoken. 

27. 

The  Senator  entitled  to  Floor. 

When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  to 
speak  first.  * 

28. 

Senator,  when  called  to  Order,  must  sit  down.  m 

When  a  member  shall  be  called  to  order  he  shall  sit  down  until  the  President  shall  have 
determined  wlietlier  he  is  in  order  or  not;  and  every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President,  subjoot  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  meml)er.  If  the  member  be  called  to  order 
for  words  spoken,  the  exceptional  language  shall  immediately  be  taken  down  in  writing. 

29. 

Final  Question  on  Second  Reading  of  Bills  —  2^o  Atnendmeni  on  Third  Reading,  but  may  Commit, 

The  final  question  upon  the  second  reading  of  every  bill  originating  in  the  Senate,  and 
requiring  three  readings  previous  to  being  ])assed.  shall  be:  "Shall  the  bill  be  engrossed  and 
read  a  third  time?"  And  no  amendment  shall  be  received  for  discussion  at  the  tliird  reading 
of  any  bill,  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order,  before  the  final  passage  of  any  such  bill,  to 
move  its  commitment  under  special  instructions. 

30. 

Form  of  Previous  Question  —  Call  of  Senate. 

The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"  It 
shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  present  upon  division, 
and  its  etfect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote  upon 
amendments  reported  by  a  committee,  if  any,  upon  pending  amendments,  and  then  upon  the 
main  question.  On  amotion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to  the  seconding  of  the  same, 
a  call  of  the  Senate  shall  be  in  order ;  but  after  a  majority  of  Senators  shall  have  seconded  such 
motion,  no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior  to  the  decision  of  the  main  question. 

Under  action  upon  IVcvious  Question,  no  Debate. 
On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  .and  under  the  previous  question,  there  shall  be  no 
debate.    And  all  incidental  questions  of  order,  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  the  previous 
question  (or  while  acting  under  the  previous  question),  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or 
otherwise,  without  debate. 
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32. 

Ayes  and  Noes  —  Members  must  Answer — No  Vote  after  announcement  of  Vote. 
When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  for  by  three  members  present,  every  member  within 
the  bar  of  the  Senate  at  the  time  the  question  was  put,  shall  declare  openly,  and  without  debate, 
his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question.  In  taking  the  ayes  and  noes,  and  upon  the  call  of  the 
Senate,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  taken  aljjhabetically.  W^hen  the  ayes  and  noes 
shall  be  taken  upon  any  question  in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  no  member  shall  be  permitted, 
under  any  circumstances  whatever,  to  vote  after  the  decision  is  announced  from  the  Chair. 

.33. 

Senator  outside  of  Bar,  not  entitled  to  Vote. 

When  any  member  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  when  his  name  is  called  on  the  call 
of  ayes  and  noes  on  any  vote  about  to  be  taken,  his  vote  shall  not  be  received  unless  unanimously 
agreed  to  by  the  members  present;  nor  shall  a  member  be  counted,  on  a  division  of  a  vote, 
who  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  without  leave. 

34. 

Reconsideration  of  Vote. 

When  a  question  has  been  once  put  and  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  voting 
in  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  and  such  motion  shall  take  precedence 
of  all  other  questions, except  a  motion  to  adjourn;  but  no  motion  for  a  reconsideration  of  any 
vote  shall  be  in  order  after  the  bill,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment  or  motion,  upon 
which  the  vote  was  taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate;  nor  after  the 
usual  message  shall  have  been  sent  from  the  Senate,  announcing  its  decision;  nor  shall  any 
motion  for  a  reconsideration  of  a  vote,  making  a  final  disposition  of  any  bill  or  resolution,  be 
made  on  the  day  on  which  the  same  was  taken;  nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more 
than  once. 

35. 

Notice  and  Time  of  Motion  to  Reconsider. 

No  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  entertained  at  a  later  period  than  the  next  day  of  the  actual 
session  of  the  Senate  after  the  vote  to  be  reconsidered  has  been  taken;  nor  then,  unless  notice  of 
intention  to  move  a  reconsideration  shall  have  been  given  by  some  Senator  on  the  same  day 
when  such  vote  was  taken  ;  but  when  any  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  the  Senate  may  at  the 
same  time  proceed  to  reconsider  any  previous  vote  or  order  in  relation  to  the  same  bill  or 
resolution  without  further  notice.  No  notice  of  intention  to  move  a  reconsideration  shall  be 
given  on  the  day  ne.xt  preceding  the  last  day  of  the  session. 

36. 

Secretary,  upon  Notice  of  Reconsideration,  not  to  Report  Bill  to  Assembly. 
If  a  Senator  gives  notice  that  he  intends  to  move  a  reconsideration,  the  Secretary  shall  not 
report  the  bill  or  resolution  to  the  Assembly  till  the  reconsideration  is  disposed  of,  or  the  time 
for  moving  the  same  has  expired.

Titles  of  Bills  must  be  in  Journal. 

The  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  only  as  shall  be  affected  by  proposed  amendments, 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  Journal. 

38. 

When  not  in  Committee  of  Whole,  Proceedings  must  be  entered  in  Journal —  Votes  always  entered. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Senate  when  not  acting  as  Committee  of  the  Whole,  shall  be  entered 
on  the  .Journal  as  concisely  as  possible,  care  being  taken  to  record  a  true  and  accurate  account 
of  the  proceedings;  but  every  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal,  and  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  of  each  petition,  memorial  or  paper  presented  to  the  Senate  shall  also 
be  inserted  in  the  Journal. 

39. 

Rules  in  Senate  and  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  ot  the  Whole,  so  far  as  may  be  appli- 
cable, except  limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the  ayes  and  noes  shall 
not  be  taken. 

40. 

Ca.^es  not  Provided  for,  Cushing  to  Govern. 

in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  these  rules,  the  Senate  shall  be  governed  by  the  law  and 
practice  as  laid  down  in  Cushing's  Law  and  Practice  of  Legislative  Assemblies. 
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41. 

Tvjo-ihirds  vote  to  Suspend  Rules. 

No  rule  shall  bf!  3U!5pendcd  without  the  concurrenee  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
and  no  additional  rule  or  amendment  of  a  rule  shall  be  made  without  giving  at  least  one  day's 
notice  and  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present ;  provided,  that  no  rule 
requiring  unanimous  consent  shall  be  suspended  by  operation  of  this  rule. 

42. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives  of  President. 
The  rooms,  passages  and  buildings  set  apart  for  the  waa  of  the  Senate  shall  be  under  the 
control  and  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  he  shall  have  the  control  and  direction 
of  the  journals,  papers,  bills,  etc.,  of  the  Senate;  he  shall  see  that  all  officers  of  the  Senate  per- 
form their  respective  duties,  and  may  assign  places  to  reporters. 

43. 

President  may  order  Lohbiei  Cleared. 
In  case  of  a  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobbies,  the  President  (or  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate),  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

44. 

President  may  eall  Senators  to  the  Chair. 

The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair> 
who  is  hereby  vested,  during  such  time,  with  all  the  powers  of  the  President;  but  such  substi- 
tute shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any  question  while  so  presiding. 

45. 

Sergeant-at-Ar>ns. 

A  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be  elected,  to  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Senate,  whose 
d\ity  it  sliall  be  to  attend  the  Senate  during  its  sittings,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate 
from  time  to  time,  together  with  all  such  process  issued  by  authority  thereof,  as  shall  be  directed 
to  hijn  by  the  President.  The  actual  cxpensesof  the  Scrgeant-at-Arms  for  every  arrest,  for  each 
day's  custody  and  releasement,  and  for  traveling  expenses  for  himself  and  special  messenger 
going  and  returning,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund,  and  no  other  tees  shall  be  paid 
him  beyond  his  per  diem.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  kee]i  the  accounts  for 
pay  anil  mileage  of  members,  to  prepare  checks,  and,  if  required  so  to  do,  draw  the  money  on 
such  checks  for  the  members  (the  same  being  previously  signed  by  the  President,  and  indorsed 
by  the  I'nember  or  person  to  whom  the  check  is  made),  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  member 
or  ])erson  entitled  thereto. 

46. 

Messengers —  When  Introduced. 

Messengers  are  introduced  in  any  state  of  business,  except  while  a  question  is  being  put 
while  the  ayes  and  noes  are  calling,  or  while  the  ballots  are  counting. 

47. 

Doorkeeper. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Doovkeeper  to  prohibit  all  persons  except  Senators,  members  of  the 
Assembly,  officers  of  the  two  Houses,  and  such  reporters  as  have  seats  assigned  them  by  the 
President,  from  coming  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  unless  invited  by  the  Senate,  through  the 
President,  and  to  arrest  for  contempt  all  persons  outside  the  bar  or  in  the  gallery,  found 
engaged  in  loud  conversation,  or  otherwise  making  a  noise,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  Senate. 

48. 

£.rcc u t ive  j\"b»i inaiio m. 

When  nominations  shall  be  sent  by  the  Governor  to  the  Senate  for  their  confirmation,  the 
same  shall  be,  unless  the  Senate  shall  by  a  majority  vote  otherwise  direct,  acted  upon  at  once. 

49. 

Printing, 

Two  hundred  and  forty  copies  of  all  bills  of  a  general  nature  shall  be  printed.  No  local  or 
special  bills,  or  other  matter,  shall  be  printed  without  first  being  specially  ordered  by  the  Sen- 
ate;  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be  required  to  certify  to  the  reception,  by  the  Senate,  of  all 
such  printed  matter,  and  the  quantity,  before  payment  shall  be  made  or  bills  audited  therefor.

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50. 

A'umber  of  Copies  to  be  Printed. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  (240)  copies  shall  be  printed  of  each  docuznent  or  other  matter 
ordered,  unless  the  Senate  specially  direct  a  different  number. 

51. 

Secret  Session. 

On  a  motion,  made  and  seconded,  to  close  the  doors  of  the  Senate  on  the  discussion  of  any 
business  which  may  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate  require  secrecy,  the  President  shall  require  all 
persons  except  the  members,  Secretaries,  Sergeant-at-.\rms,  and  Doorkeeper  of  the  Senate,  to 
withdraw,  and  during  the  discussion  of  said  motion  the  doors  shall  remain  closed  ;  and  every 
member  and  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  keep  secret  all  such  matters,  proceedings,  and  things, 
whereof  secrecy  shall  be  enjoined  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

52. 

Sills  not  Printed,  but  Reported  upon  Favorably,  must  go  to  a  Standing  Committee. 

All  bills  which  shall  not  have  been  printed,  which  are  reported  upon  favorably  by  a  delega- 
tion, shall  be  referred  to  a  Standing  Committee  before  being  passed  by  the  Senate. 

53. 

Order  of  Engrossing  and  Enrolling  Bills. 

All  bills  ordered  engrossed  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Engrossing  Clerk  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  and  the  receipt,  in  writing,  of  the  Engrossing  Clerk  taken  therefor;  and  all  said  bills 
shall  be  engrossed  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  by  said  Engrossing  Clerk ;  and  all  Senate  bills 
shall,  after  their  final  passage  by,  and  receipt  from,  the  Assembly,  be  delivered  to  the  Enrolling 
Clerk  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  from  the  Assembly,  and  the 
receipt,  in  writing,  of  said  Enrolling  Clerk  taken  therefor;  and  said  bills  shall  be  enrolled  by 
the  Enrolling  Clerk  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 

54. 

Printing  the  Daily  Journals. 
The  Superintendent  of  State  Printing  shall  print  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  Journal 
of  every  day's  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  to  supply  Senators,  daih',  during  the  session,  with  the 
Journal  of  the  previous  day's  proceedings;  and,  also,  a  sufficient  number  of  copies,  with  proper 
re-paging,  to  bind,  at  the  end  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  book  form,  as  the  Journal  of 
the  Senate,  required  by  law. 

The  rules  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Rogers  offered  the  following : 

Pe-iohed.  That  tlie  committees  of  the  Senate  shall  consist  of  the  same  number  of  members 
that  they  did  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  except  the  Judiciary  Committee,  which 
shall  consist  of  seven  members.

Section  14.  The  Legislature  of  each  State  which  is  chosen  next  preceding  the  expiration  of 
the  time  for  which  any  Senator  was  elected  to  represent  such  State  in  Congress  shall,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  after  the  meeting  and  organization  thereof,  proceed  to  elect  a  Senator  in 

Congress. 

Skc.  15.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner:  Each  House  shall 
openly,  by  a  inva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  name  one  person  for  Senator  in  Congress 
from  sucli  State,  and  the  name  of  the  jierson  voted  so  for,  who  received  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  votes  cast  in  each  House,  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  that  House  by  the  Clerk 
Secretary  thereof ;  or  if  either  House  fails  to  give  such  majority  to  any  person  on  that  dav,  the 
fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  .Journal.  At  twelve  o'clock,  meridian,  of  the  day  following  tfiat  on 
which  proceedings  are  required  to  take  place  as  aforesaid,  the  members  of  the  two  Houses  shall 
convene  in  joint  assembly,  and  the  Journal  of  each  House  shall  then  be  read,  and  if  the  same 
person  has  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  in  each  House,  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected 
Senator.  But  if  the  same  person  has  not  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  House,  or  if 
either  Hou.<e  has  failed  to  take  proceedings  as  required  by  this  section,  the  joint  assembly  shall 
then  proceed  to  choose,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  a  person  for  Senator,  and  the 
person  who  receives  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  of  the  jomt  assembly,  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  both  Houses  being  present  and  voting,  shall  be  declared  duly  electeil. 

If  no  person  receives  such  majority  on  the  first  day,  the  joint  assembly  shall  meet  at  twelve 
o'clock,  meridian,  of  each  succeeding  day  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  take 
at  least  one  vote,  until  a  Senator  is  elected. 

Sec.  16.  Whenever,  on  the  meeting  of  the  Legi.slature  of  any  State,  a  vacancj'  exists  in  the 
representation  of  such  State  in  the  Senate,  the  Legislature  shall  jiroceed,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
after  meeting  and  organization,  to  elect  a  person  to  fill  such  vacimcy,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  section,  for  the  election  of  a  Senator  for  a  full  term. 

Sec.  17.  Whenever,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  vacancy  occurs  in 
the  representation  of  such  Stale  in  the  Senate,  similar  proceedings  to  611  such  vacancy  shall  be 
had  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  Legislature  is  organizetl  and  has  notice  of  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  is.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  of  the  State,  from  which  any  Senator  has 
been  chosen,  to  certify  his  election  under  the  seal  of  the  State,  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  19.  The  certificate  mentioned  in  the  ])reecding  section  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  State.

.70INT  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  ASSEMBLY. 
1. 

Committee  of  Conference. 
In  every  case  of  an  amendment  of  a  bill  agreed  to  in  one  House  and  dissented  from  in  the 
other,  if  either  House  shall  request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a  committee  to  confer,  the  other 
House  shall  appoint  a  like  committee;  and  such  committee  shall  meet  at  a  convenient  hour, 
to  be  agreed  u])on  by  their  respective  Chairman,  and  shall  confer  upon  the  difterences  between 
the  two  Houses,  and  shall  report,  as  early  as  convenient,  the  result  of  their  conference  to  their 
respective  Houses  for  their  action. 

2. 

Messages  must  be  Announced  by  Doorkeeper. 

When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  House  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  by  the 
Doorkeeper,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it 
may  be  sent. 

.3. 

Secretary,  Clerk,  etc.,  to  Carry  ife.^sages. 

Messages  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary,  Clerk,  or  by  such  person  as  a  sense  of  propriety  of 
each  House  may  determine  to  be  proper. 
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4. 

Notices  to  be  on  Paper  under  Proper  Signature. 

Notice  of  the  action  of  either  House  to  the  other  shall  be  on  paper,  and,  under  the  signature 
of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  the  House  from  which  such  notice  is  to  be  conveyed. 

5. 

Enrolled  Bills  to  Receive  Signature  of  Proper  Officers. 

After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  by  the  Enrolling  Clerk 
of  the  Assembly  or  of  the  Senate,  as  the  bill  may  have  originated  in  theone  or  the  other  House, 
and  shall  first  receive  the  signature  of  the  presiding  officer  and  Clerk  or  Secretary  of  the  House 
in  which  it  emanated,  before  it  shall  be  ])resented  to  the  Governor  of  the  State. 

6. 

Enrolling  Committee  to  Compare. 

When  liills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  the  Enrolling  Committee  of  the  House 
in  which  they  originated,  who  shall  carefully  compare  the  enrollment  with  the  engrossed  bill 
as  passed  in  the  two  Houses,  and,  correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled 
bill,  make  their  report  forthwith  to  the  House  in  which  the  bill  originated,  stating  by  whom 
such  bill  was  examined. 

7. 

President  and  Speaker  to  Sign  Bills. 
After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the  respective  Houses,  first  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  then  by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

8. 

Enrolling  Committee  to  Present  Bill  to  Governor. 

After  a  bill  shall  have  thus  been  signed  in  each  House,  it  shall  be  presented,  by  the  Enrolling 
Committee  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated,  to  the  (iovernor  of  the  State  for  his  approval 
(it  being  first  indorsed  on  the  back  of  the  roll  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk,  as  the  case  may  be, 
certifying  in  which  House  the  bill  originated).  The  said  committee  shall  report  the  time  of 
presentation  to  the  Governor,  which  time  shall  be  carefully  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the 
House  in  which  the  bill  originated. 

9. 

Orders,  Resolutions,  and  Votes,  to  be  Approved  as  are  Bills. 
All  orders,  resolutions,  and  votes,  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  for 
his  api)rohation,  shall  also,  in  the  same  manner,  be  previously  enrolled,  examined,  and  signed, 
and  shall  be  presented  in  the  same  manner,  and  by  the  same  committee,  as  provided  in  the 
case  of  bills. 

10. 

Joint  Addresses  to  Governor. 

When  the  Senate  and  Assembly  shall  judge  it  proper  to  make  a  joint  address  to  the  Governor, 
it  shall  be  presented  to  him  in  his  audience  chamber  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Speaker  and  both  Houses. 

11. 

Bill  or  Resolution  of  one  House,  Rejected  in  the  Other,  Requires  Notice. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House,  is  rejected  by  the  other, 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

12. 

Rejected  Bills  Require  Five  Days'  Notice  and  Two-thirds  Vote  for  Re-introduction. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  has  been  passed  in  one  House,  shall  be  rejected  in  the 
other,  it  shall  not  be  brought  in  during  the  .same  session  without  a  notice  of  five  days  and 
leave  of  two-thirds  of  that  House  iu  which  it  shall  be  renewed.

Each  House  to  Transmit  Papers. 

Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other,  papers  on  which  any  bill  or  resolution  shall  be 
founded. 

14. 

Disagreement,  Adhered  to,  Defeats  the  Bill. 
After  each  House  shall  have  once  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be 
lost 
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15. 

Bil/s  xhall  not  rjo  to  Governor  on  Last  Day  of  Scxsion. 
No  bill  or  resolution  that  shall  have  passed  the  Assembly  and  Senate,  sliall  be  presented  to 
the  Governor  for  his  approval  on  the  last  day  of  the  session. 

10. 

No  Appropriation  Mrcrpf  Ijt/  Bill. 
No  appropriations  of  money,  for  any  purjwse  whatever,  shall  be  made  e,xcept  by  bill. 

17. 

Except  by  Each  House,  Printing  to  be  done  by  Concurrent  Resolution. 
Eaeh  House  may  order  the  printing  of  bills  introduced  and  reports  of  its  own  committees,  but 
no  other  printing  shall  be  ordered  except  by  a  concurrent  resolution  passed  by  both  Houses. 

18. 

•Joint  Standing  Committee  of  Three  from  Each  House,  on  Printing. 
There  sliall  be  a  .Joint  Standing  Committee  of  three  from  each  House,  who  shall  examine  all 
matter  i)n)])osed  to  be  printed  by  concurrent  order,  and  sliall  report  what  part  of  such  matter  it 
is  needful  to  print. 

19. 

Sale  of  Liquors  prohibited  in  buildings  under  control  of  this  Legislature. 

No  spirituous  liquors  shall  beoffored  for  sale  or  introduced  within  any  portion  of  the  building 
which  IS  used  for  State  purposes,  or  is  under  the  control  of  this  Legislature. 

20. 

Unanimous  Con.icnt  for  E-rtra  Pay. 

No  extra  jiay  nor  increase  in  the  pay  of  any  officer  or  attache  of  the  Senate  or  Assembly 
shall  be  made  by  resolution,  except  by  unanimous  consent. 

21. 

All  Concurrent  and  Joint  Resolutions  of  a  Federal  Nature,  treated  a^  Bills. 
All  concurrent  or  joint  resolutions  which  relate  to  or  contain  communications  to  the  Federal 
Government,  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as  bills. 

22. 

Amendments  to  Amended  Bills  must  he  Attached. 

Whenever  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  been  passed  in  one  Hoiise  shall  be  amended 
in  the  other,  such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  attached  to  the  bill  or  resolution  so 
amended,  and  indorsed  "  Adopted;"  and  sucli  amendment  or  amendments,  if  concurred  in  by 
the  House  in  which  such  hill  or  resolution  originated,  shall  be  indorsed  "Concurred  in:"  and 
such  indorsement  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  or  the 
Clerk  or  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  as  the  case  may  be.

Title  H.    Chapter  I.  U.  8.  Revised  Statutes. 

A71  Act  to  rcr/ulatc  the  time  and  manitcr  of  holding  elections  for  Senator  in  Congresx. 

[Approved  July  25th,  18G6.] 

Skction  14.  The  Legislature  of  each  State,  which  is  chosen  next  preceding  the  expiration  of 
the  time  for  which  any  Senator  was  elected  to  represent  such  State  in  Congress  shall,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  after  the  meeting  and  organization  thereof,  proceed  to  elect  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress. 

Skc.  1.5.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner  :  Each  House  shall 
openl}'.  bj' a  unm  TOCC  vote  of  each  member  jiresent,  name  one  person  for  Senator  in  Congress 
from  such  State,  and  the  name  of  the  person  voted  so  for,  who  receives  a  m.ijority  of  the  whole 
number  of  votes  cast  in  each  House,  shall  be  entered  on  the  .Journal  of  that  House  by  the  Clerk 
or  Secretary  thereof :  or  if  either  House  fails  to  give  such  majority  to  any  person  on  that  day, 
the  fact  shal'  be  entered  on  the  .Journal.  At  twelve  o'clock,  meridian,  of  the  day  following  that 
on  which  proceedings  are  roquired  to  take  jilacc  as  aforesaid,  the  members  of  the  two  IIouscs 
shall  convene  in  joint  assembly,  and  the  .Journal  of  each  Hou.oe  shall  then  be  read,  and  if  the 
same  person  has  received  a  majority  of  ail  the  votes  in  each  House,  he  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected  Senator.  But  if  the  same  person  has  not  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  House, 
or  if  either  House  has  failed  to  take  proceedings  as  required  by  this  section,  the  joint  assembly 
shall  then  jiroceed  to  choose,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  a  person  for  Senator, 
and  the  person  who  receives  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  of  the  joint  assembly,  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  both  liouses  being  present  and  voting,  shall  bedeclared  duly  elected. 

If  no  ])erson  receives  such  majority  on  the  first  day,  the  joint  assembly  shall  meet  at  twelve 
o'clock,  meridian,  of  each  succeeding  day  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  take 
at  least  one  vote,  until  a  Senator  is  elected. 

Skc.  16.  Whenever,  on  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  vacancy  exists  in  the 
representation  of  such  State  in  the  Senate,  the  Legislature  shall  proceed,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
after  meeting  and  orgiinization,  to  elect  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  section,  for  the  election  of  a  Senator  for  a  full  term. 

Skc.  17.  Whenever,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  vacancy  occurs  in 
the  rejiresentation  of  such  State  in  the  Senate,  similar  proceed) ugs  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be 
had  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  Legislature  is  organized  and  has  notice  of  such  vacancy. 

Skc.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  of  the  State,  from  which  any  Senator  haa 
been  chosen,  to  certify  his  election,  under  the  seal  of  the  State,  to  the  President  oi"  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  19.  The  certificate  mentioned  in  the  ])reccding  section  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  State. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  read  from  the  Journal  of  the  Senate 
so  much  of  the  proceedings  on  Tuesday,  December  eighteenth — 
being  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  organization  of  the  twenty-second 
session  of  the  Legislature — as  relates  to  a  ballot  for  the  election  of 
a  United  States  Senator  to  succeed  the  Hon.  Aaron  A.  Sargent — 
W'hereby  it  appeared  that  forty  Senators  were  present,  and  voted, 
each  his  choice,  and  that  James  T.  Farley  had  received  twenty-eight 
votes,  being  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  so  cast. 

The  President  announced  that,  under  the  vote  cast  in  the  Senate 
yesterday,  under  the  Act  of  Congress  just  read,  James  T.  Farley 
received  twenty-eight  votes,  and  M.  M.  Estee  received  twelve  votes. 
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I,  therefore,  declare  that  James  T.  Farley  received  a  majority  of 
the  votes  of  the  Senate. 

The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Assembly  read  so  much  of  the  Journal  of 
the  Assembly  as  related  to  the  proceedings  of  that  body,  in  regard 
to  the  election  of  a  United  States  Senator,  held  in  accordance  with 
the  Act  of  Congress  above  referred  to,  and  it  appeared  that  seventy- 
nine  members  of  the  Assembly  were  present  and  voted,  each  his 
choice,  and  that  James  T.  Farley  had  received  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast. 

The  Speaker  announced  that  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in 
the  Assembly  yesterday  was  seventy-nine,  of  which  James  T.  Farley 
received  fifty-four  votes,  Mr.  Estee  twenty-four  votes,  Mr.  Jacksou 
Temple  one  vote,  and  one  vote  excused. 

James  T.  Farley  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  ca.st,  I 
declare  him  to  be  the  choice  of  the  As.sembly  for  United  States 
Senator. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  then  announced  that  the  Hon.  James 
T.  Farley,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  of  those 
present  and  voting,  in  each  House  of  the  Legislature  yesterday,  I 
declare  him  duly  elected  United  States  Senator,  for  the  State  of 
California,  for  six  years,  beginning  on  the  fourth  day  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine. 

Mr.  Sattcrwbite  moved  that  the  reading  of  the  proceedings  in  joint 
assembly  be  dispensed  with,  and  that  they  be  approved. 

Agreed  to. 

At  twelve  o'clock  and  twenty  minutes  p.  m.,  on  motion  of  Mr.

our  borders  actual  settlers  and  free  immigration,  and  in  lieu  thereo'f  to  further  stimulat-e  the 
introduction  and  use  of  coolie  labor  from  Asia;  tlierefore,

be  instructed,  and  o\ir  Representatives  requested,  to  urge  by  all  honorable  means  the  immediate 
repeal  of  all  laws  permitting  t)u!  acquisition  of  Government  lands,  unless  it  be  by  actual  set- 
tlers, in  limited  quantities,  in  accordance  with  what  has  hitherto,  and  until  recent  years,  been 
the  usage  and  unilbrm  ])olicy  of  the  nation  ;

I  rise  this  morning,  Mr.  President,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging 
one  of  the  most  solemn  and  sad  duties  that  it  has  ever  fallen  to  my 
lot  to  discharge.  I  rise  for  the  purpose  of  announcing  to  this  Senate 
and  to  the  State  the  death  of  the  Honorable  Nathan  Porter,  a  State 
Senator  from  the  County  of  Alameda.  But  two  short  days  ago,  Mr. 
President,  brother  Porter  sat  in  his  seat,  full  of  life,  and  of  vigor,  and 
of  energy,  with  his  soul  all  alive  to  the  interests  of  the  peoiile,  and 
to-day,  sir,  he  is  lying  cold,  cold  in  death  No  man  could  know 
Nathan  Porter  but  to  love  him.  As  a  lawyer,  he  was  learned ;  as  a 
statesman,  he  was  wise;  as  a  friend,  he  was  sincere  -  as  a  husband, 
he  was  kind  and  affectionate;  as  a  father,  he  was  all  that  could  be 
asked  towards  his  offspring.  The  angel  of  death,  Mr.  President,  has 
cast  his  dark  shadow  over  this  body  and  over  the  entire  land.  The 
brittle  thread  of  life  has  been  clipped,  and  our  brother  has  gone  down 
to  the  grave,  full  of  honor.  Tlie  name  of  Nathan  Porter  was  a 
household  word  all  over  this  commonwealth.  He  was  universally 
beloved,  and  is  universally  mourned.  All  honor  to  his  memory ! 
Peace  to  his  ashes.  At  some  future  day,  Mr.  President,  it  will  become 
the  duty  and  the  pleasure  of  this  Senate  to  express  its  feelings 
towards  our  deceased  brother  ;  but  now,  as  a  token  of  respect  to  his 
memory,  I  offer  the  following  resolutions:

Assembly  Bills  Nos.  12,  58,  and  40,  above  reported,  were  referred 
in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Committee. 

By  Mr.  Donovan— A  report  from  the  minority  of  the  Committee 
on  Education : 

Mr.  President:  We,  the  undersigned,  minority  of  your  Committee  on  Education,  to  which 
eommittee  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  51— An  Act  to  foster  home  industries  in  the  publication 
of  text-books,  and  to' maintain  the  good  faith  of  the  State  by  reestablishing  the  contract  here- 
tofore entered  into  by  and  between  A.  L.  Bancroft  A-  Co.  and"  the  State  Board  of  Education  of 
the  State  of  California— beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  careful  con- 
sideration, and  dissent  from  the  report  of  the  said  coinmittee,  for  the  following  reasons: 

Jf|'rs(— Because,  by  section  four  of  said  bill,  it  is  sought  to  ratifv  and  legalize  a  pretended 
contract  entered  into  by  and  between  A.  L.  Bancroft  A-  Co.  and  the"  State  Board  of  Education 
of  this  State,  which  has  been  fonnaliy  and  finally  decided,  by  the  highest  tribunal  of  our 
State,  to  have  been  illegally  entered  into,  and  therefore  to  have  been  from  the  first  null  and 
void. 

Second — Because,  if  said  bill  should  become  a  law,  it  would  require  the  Governor,  Secretary 
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of  state,  and  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  to  enter  into  a  contract  that  would 
unnecessarily  burden  the  people  with  a  lar^e  outlay  of  money  at  a  time  when,  by  reason  of 
misfortune,  they  arc  illy  able  to  sustain  it;  and  which,  instead  of  maintaining  the  "good 
faith"  of  the  State  as  to  Bancroft  &  Co.,  would  publish  and  proclaim  the  bad  faith  both  of  the 
State  and  that  of  its  legislators  to  their  constituents,  by  domg  indirectly  what  the  Supreme 
Court  has  decided  was  not  done;  and  which  in  point  of  fact  could  not  be  done  directly,  viz: 
the  making  of  a  contract  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Third — Because  it  was  shown  to  your  committee,  by  numerous  influential  and  honorable 
citizens  of  this  State,  engaged  in  the  various  branches  of  the  legitimate  business  to  which  the 
sale  of  text-books  belongs,  that  the  eficct  of  the  change,  as  proposed  in  this  bill,  will  be  to 
cripple,  if  not  crush,  the  prosperous  enterprises  of  those  who,  by  years  of  industry  and  honor- 
able dealing,  have  contributed  largely  to  the  wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  State,  and  who 
would  thereby  have  ample  cause  to  feel  that  the  State,  which  should  protect  them,  has  been 
made  the  unwitting  agent  in  establishing  a  crushing  and  grinding  monopoly  to  their  ruin. 

One  of  the  greatest  wrongs  that  can  inflicted  upon  a  people  is  the  sacrifice  by  a  State 
of  the  interests  of  the  many  to  the  profit  of  the  few;  and  we,  of  your  committee,  are  firmly 
convinced  that  the  passage  of  the  bill  under  consideration  would  be  of  the  nature  of  sucn 
legislation. 

There  arc  upwards  of  three  hundred  other  book  dealers  in  this  State,  who,  we  believe,  have 
rights  which  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Legislature,  if  not  to  protect,  at  least  to  regard. 

Fourth — Because  the  price  guaranteed  to  Bancroft  i  Co.  for  their  books,  to-wit :  one  dollar  and 
ninety-four  and  two-fifths  cents,  instead  of  being  less,  is  in  fact  greater  considerably  than  the  price 
paid  to  the  publishers  of  the  books  now  in  use,  to-wit:  one  dollar  and  fifty-seven  and  one-half 
cents;  and  by  an  inspection  of  the  merits  of  the  different  series  of  Ixwks,  it  is  beyond  question  that 
the  quality  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Readers  is  vastly  inferior  to  that  of  the  Readers  already  in  use  in 
our  public  schools.  Hence,  the  members  of  your  committee  signing  this  report  conclude  that, 
as  representatives  ofVthe  people,  they  would  be  subject  to  the  just  censure  of  their  constituents 
should  they  aid  in  effecting  a  change,  by  which  an  inferior  article  and  of  greater  price  would 
be  substituted  for  a  better  and  a  cheaper  one.  already  in  the  hands  of  the  one  hundred  and 
forty-two  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-nine  pupils  of  this  State.  Nor  is  this  all :  for  in  the 
bill  there  is  no  provision  for  any  reduction  in  price  in  the  future,  such  as  ought  to  be  made,  to 
correspond  with  the  inevitable  decline  of  the  cost  of  labor  and  material  during  the  indefinite 
and  unlimited  time  for  which  the  bill  practicaily,  though  not  ostensibly,  awards  the  contract 
to  Bancroft  &  Co. 

Fifth — Because  the  jjreamble  of  the  bill  contradicts  section  three  of  the  bill,  and  section  three 
of  the  bill  is  in  conflict  with  the  preamble  of  the  bill.  Therefore  the  preamble,  title,  and  body 
of  the  bill,  lack  the  congruity  and  connection  required  by  Article  Four,  section  twenty-five,  of 
the  Constitution  of  this  State. 

Sirth — Because  section  six  of  the  bill  inevitably  repeals  that  law  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sev- 
entj'-five,  passed  unanimously  by  both  Houses  of  the  last  Legislature,  to  prevent  a  sweeping 
change  of  nearly  all  the  text-books  of  this  State,  contemplated  by  and  involved  in  the  action 
of  the  State  Board  of  E<lucation  of  January  sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  the  said 
Act  being  the  only  barrier  which  stands  between  the  people  of  this  State  and  great  loss;  and 
protects  them  from  a  wholesale,  ruinous,  and  uncalled  for  change  of  text-books  in  all  the  public 
schools  of  this  State. 

Seventh — Because,  in  a<idition  to  the  change  involved  in  the  substitution  of  Readers  as 
expressed  in  the  bill,  the  assumed  contract  effects  a  change  in  nearly  all  the  other  books  in  use  in 
our  schools,  and  which  are  not  published  by  Bancroft  Sc  Co.,  and  of  home  manufacture,  but  by 
New  York  publishing  houses;  and  which  houses,  unlike  Bancroft  Sc  Co.,  are  not  named  in  the 
bill,  and  therefore  the  bill  is  obno.xious  to  that  provision  of  the  Constitution  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, which  requires  that  the  subject  matter  of  the  bill  shall  be  fully  recited  in  its  title. 

Eighth — Because,  on  careful  inquiry,  we  have  found  that  none  of  the  books  now  in  use  in  our 
schools,  from  their  first  inception  in  the  minds  of  their  authors  down  to  their  full  and  entire 
compilation,  have,  in  any  department,  received  a  single  touch  from  any  other  than  "  the  whitest 
kind  of  white  labor." 

We,  therefore,  for  these  and  many  other  pertinent  and  weighty  reasons,  respectfully  but  earn- 
estly protest  against  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  51. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

IN  MEMORIAM. 

Mr.  Murphy  of  Santa  Clara  rose  in  his  seat,  announced  the  death 
of  Senator  Angney,  and  made  the  following  remarks  : 

Mr.  President  :  It  is  with  sadness  of  heart,  that  lips  can  hut  feehlv  express,  that  I  announce 
the  death  of  my  late  colleague  iu  this  body,  Senator  Angney  of  Sauta  Clara  County.  There 
are  occasions,  Mr.  President,  when  words  of  euloRiuni,  liowev.  r  gracefully  marshaled,  must 
seem  inapt  and  unexpres-sive— when  all  forms  of  s|H>ech  must  ap[H'ar  trite  and  common-place: 
occasions  when  the  truest  eloquence  and  the  richest  tribute  is  a  mourner's  tear.  Sir.  it  is  such 
an  occasion  that  now  oppresses  me— the  consciousness  that  the  subject  of  my  remarks  is  worthy 
a  richer  chaplet  than  my  feeble  efforts  can  hope  to  ofler. 

Nor,  sir,  is  it  this  a'lone ;  the  bereavement  of  to-day  benumbs  my  tongue.  The  shadow 
of  another  grief  is  upon  our  hearts  and  rests  like  a  dark  pall  over  us  all.  It  seems  but  yester- 
day that  the  messenger  from  that  Power,  ••  whoi;e  ways  are  not  as  our  ways,"  was  in  our  midst, 
and  at  his  bidding  one  among  our  noblest  and  best  was  l>orne  from  our  councils  for  ever.  In 
our  hearts  the  grief  of  our  affliction  is  yet  fresh  ;  about  us  are  the  mementoes  of  that  solemn 
departure.  Time  has  neither  softened  the  affliction  nor  soothe<i  the  |iain,  when  I"  !  the  dread 
messenger  is  again  with  us,  and  another  is  summoned  to  the  •'  halls  of  death  "  within  the  short 
compass  of  a  single  month,  and  two  among  our  worthiest  have  gone  from  among  us  forever.  Ab 
we  look  ujOTn  their  vacant  seaU<,  as  we  retlect  up<jn  these  visitations,  we  may  exclaim  that  the 
great  reai)er  has  garnered  a  rich  harvest  from  this  little  band. 

But  in  announcing  this  death,  Siul  and  painful  as  is  the  duty ,  our  brother  has  but  gone  before— 
has  shared  the  fate  of  the  unnumberwl  past— but  awaits  the  chiming  of  the  numb.>rless  of  the 
future,  and  in  his  sejiulchre  but  shares  the  common  heritage  of  humanity.  But,  sir,  from  the 
grave  that  shall  soon  embrace  all  that  is  mortal  of  our  a,ssociaU",  I  turn  with  melancholy  pleas- 
ure to  the  life  that  he  lived. 

To  the  memories  that  surs'ived  him  I  revert,  to  the  record  in  words  and  m  deeds,  that  a  long 
life  of  patient  usefulness  has  writUMi,  attesting  his  many  virtues  and  endearing  bis  memory  to 
all  who  knew  him  or  knew  of  him. 

Senator  Angnev  was  born  in  Pennsylvania.  In  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  he 
emigrated  to  this  State  and  established  himself  as  a  farmer  in  the  County  of  Santa  Clara. 
Skillful,  industrious,  and  successful,  as  an  agriculturist,  he  clid  not  permit  this  vocation  to 
engross  all  of  his  attention,  but  labore<i.  by  reading  and  study,  to  enlarge  the  range  of  his 
acquisitions  and  his  rapacity  for  public  usefulness.  A  man  jxis-sesscd  of  such  sterling  traits 
could  not  long  remain  unnoticed,  and  he  was  soon  known  and  estimated  at  his  real  worth. 
Among  his  neighbors  and  acquaintances,  and  with  the  citizens  of  Santa  Clara,  he  so  sjieedily 
ranked  among  the  first,  and  when  sound  judgment  and  unswerving  integrity  were  deniande<l. 
the  name  of  Angnev  was  alwavs  among  the  first  suggested. 

It  was  with  a  character  thiis  established  that  Santa  Clara,  more  honored  than  honoring, 
named  him  one  of  her  representatives  iu  this  body.  The  record  of  his  first  session  here  is  part 
of  the  history  of  the  State,  and  in  these  archives  no  word,  no  act,  no  vote,  appears  that  any 
friend  would  wish  could  be  changed,  or  that  the  most  oMiscientious  critic  would  ask  should  be 
explained.  •  i  . 

Like  himself,  each  act  was  but  the  outs|K>ken  expression  of  a  fearless  heart,  anxious  only  to 
know  the  right,  and  sedulous  onlv  for  the  public  interest.  At  the  close  of  that  session,  he 
returned  to  his  constituency  and  his'plow,  more  endeared  than  ever  in  the  affections  of  his  people. 

For  the  short  time  of  the  pre.sent  session  that  be  was  with  us,  it  is  not  necessary  that  I  should 
advert ;  vour  memories  will  speak  for  me. 

Mr.  President,  we  miss  this  man  to-day— we  shall  long  miss  him  in  our  councils.  In  the 
ini|)ortant  questions  that  press  upon  our  attention— in  the  still  graver  ones  of  the  immediate 
future— we  shall  miss  his  matured  experience,  his  sound  judgment,  his  enlightened  mj'"".  As 
a  citizen  of  .Santa  Clara  Countv  his  place  will  be  SfK>n  taken— it  will  be  long  ere  it  can  be  filled. 
But,  sir,  there  was  another,  a  clo.-H'r  sphere  in  which  he  inove<l,  over  which  a  darker  shadow 
rests,  and  where  a  keener  loss  is  felt— in  the  community  in  which  he  lived,  where  he  was  best 
known— the  faithful  husband,  the  affectionate  f[ither,  the  true  citizen,  the  trustcl  advi8«-r.  the 
tried  friend.  It  is  there  that  his  real  worth  is  known  ;  it  is  these  people  who  feel  most  deeply 
his  loss,  and  to-dav,  for  leagues  around  his  sleeping  clay,  there  is  mourning  by  the  hearthstone 
anri  in  households',  as  though  in  each  its  first-born  Liy  dead.  I  know  not  what  siMx-ial  creed, 
what  formulated  faith,  was  professed  bv  the  Senator;  but  I  do  know  that  neither  creed  nor 
form  could  narrow  his  vision  or  limit  tlie  field  of  his  usefulness;  that  to  benefit  mankind,  to  do 
good  to  his  fellows,  was  the  object  and  the  end  to  which  his  everj-  effort  was  addressed.  And, 
sir,  speaking  for  myself,  in  the  light  of  a  faith  that  can  never  doubt— believing  that  to  the

upright  and  good  there  ia  every  reward  and  blessing— I  know  that  to  the  Senator's  dying  ear 
the  message  that  came  was  the  bidding  of  the  Master — 

"Friend,  go  higher  u])." 
It  is  fitting  that  iu  this  Commonwealth  to  which  he  gave  the  prime  of  his  life  and  the 
maturity  of  his  intellect,  the  "going  forth"  of  this  man  be  noted.    That  in  this  place  that  he 
honored — that  in  the  archives  that  here  a  ttest  his  labors — his  name  be  borne  in  perpetual  remem- 
brance.   In  conclusion,  Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  offer  the  following  resolution: 

JRe-iolved  by  the  Senate,  the  Assembbj concurrinc/ ,  That  a  committee  of  five  Senators  be  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  five  members  of  the  Assembly,  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assem- 
bly, to  attend  the  funeral  obsequies  of  the  Honorable  W.  Z.  Angney,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m. 
to-morrow,  at  the  City  of  Gilroy.  in  the  County  of  Santa  Clara;  and  further,  that  the  Senate 
attend  the  funeral  in  a^  body. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously,  eacli  Senator  rising  from 
his  .seat. 

The  President  pro  tem.  appointed  as  the  committee  provided  for 
under  the  resolution,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Messrs.  Murpliy  of 
Santa'  Clara,  Montgomery,  Flint,  Evans,  and  Fowler.

When  the  suit  to  set  aside  the  Montgomery  patent  shall 
have  been  decided,  if  said  suit  shall  be  decided  in  favor  of  the 
State,  then  the  Governor  and  Secretary  of  State  are  appointed  a 
commission  to  have  the  said  lands  surveyed,  and  when  the  said  sur- 
vey's are  completed,  then  the  .said  Commissioners  shall  sell  at  public 
auction  all  of  said  land,  in  lots  not  exceeding  three  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  in  extent,  to  the  highest  bidder,  for  cash;  provided,  that 
said  sale  shall  be  advertised  at  least  ninety  days  before  said  sale,  in 
daily  newspapers  published  in  this  State,  as  follows:  San  Francisco, 
two  papers,  daily;  Sacramento,  one  paper,  daily;  and  three  other 
papers  published  in  the  county  or  counties  in  which  said  land  is 
located,  as  the  Commissioners  may  direct.

Mr.  Prksidknt:  The  Santa  Clara  delegation,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  392— An 
Act  to  amend  an  Act  concerning  streams  in  the  County  of  Santa  Clara,  approved  March  twenty- 
eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seveuty-two — beg  leave  to  report  the  same  back,  and  recommend 
its  passage.

Mr.  Lambert,  for  the  Yolo  County  delegation,  verbally  reported 
back  Senate  Bill  No.  389,  recommending  its  passage. 
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By  Mr.  McCoppin : 

Mr.  President  :  The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  delegation,  has  had  under 
consideration  Assembly  Bill  No.  329 — An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  training  ship  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  approved  February  fifteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six — and  is  opposed  to  its  passage,  for  the  following  reasons: 
Two  years  ago,  through  the  influence  of  some  well-meaning,  though  mistaken,  persons,  an  Act 
was  passed  appropriating  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
training  ship  for  San  Francisco.  When  the  bill  was  first  under  consideration  in  the  delegation, 
the  then  and  now  Commander  represented  that,  in  his  opinion,  boys  could  be  maintained  upon 
the  ship  at  an  expense  of  ten  dollars  per  month  each,  and  that  "the  appropriation  asked  for 
would  be  sufficient  to  maintain  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  boys  constantly  upon 
the  ship.  This  showing  was  so  favorable  as  to  induce  the  Legislature  to  pass,  and  the  Execu- 
tive to  approve  the  bill.  This  experiment  has  been  tried  for  two  years,  with  the  following 
result:  The  highest  average  number  of  boys  maintained,  at  any  one  time,  ufx)n  the  ship,  was 
eighty,  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  twenty-six  dollars  per  month,  or  three  hundred  and  twelve  dol- 
lars per  annum  each.  This  sum  is  paid  to  qualify  boys,  mostly  taken  from  the  Industrial 
School,  for  a  position  "before  the  mast,"  and  is  about  two  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  more 
a  3'ear  than  it  costs  to  educate  a  boy  in  our  public  schools. 

Why  should  this  exceptional  course  be  adopted  toward  eighty  boys  by  a  city  in  which, 
according  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Education,  there  are  n)ore  than  fourteen 
thousand  (14,000)  census  children  attending  no  school  whatever?  Is  so  large  an  expendi- 
ture of  money  for  such  a  purpose  warranted  by  the  results,  or  just  to  the  taxpayer  of  San 
Francisco?  But  we  cannot  wonder  at  the  insignificant  number  of  boys  provided  for  in  this 
way,  seeing  that  one-half,  or  nearly  one-half,  of  the  entire  appropriation  is  absorbed  in  paying 
extra  salaries  to  the  United  States  Naval  Officers  and  Marines  having  charge  of  the  training 
ship;  and  when  to  this  is  added  the  cost  of  supporting  those  officers  and  men  upon  the  ship,  it 
will  be  found  that  a  verj-  small  moiety  indeed  of  the  appropriation  is  left  for  the  yoimg  people 
who  are  being  educated  for  "  the  merchant  marine."  The  cost  of  keeping  the  ship  in  repair  is 
also  to  be  borne  by  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco;  and  when  to  this  are  added  the  expenses 
already  enumerated,  it  is  doubtful  whether  anything  will  be  left  for  "  the  small  boys."  Indeed, 
the  whole  scheme,  as  first  projected,  has  utterly  broken  down  of  its  own  weight,  and  its  pro- 
moters are  now  before  the  Legislature  urging  the  passage  of  this  measure,  which  is  most  unjust 
to  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 

In  addition  to  the  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  which  San  Francisco  now  contributes  directly 
for  the  sui)port  of  this  ship,  the  State  is  asked  to  appropriate  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  two-fifths  of  which  last  named  sum  the  taxpayers  of  that  city  must  necessarily  con- 
tribute, making  in  all  tliirty-five  thousand  dollars  a  year  as  against  the  State's  fifteen  thousand, 
and  as  an  inducement  to  Re])resentatives  other  than  those  from  the  city  to  vote  for  this  meas- 
ure the  State,  which  is  to  contribute  little  if  any  more  than  one-fourth  the  entire  cost,  is  given 
equal  privileges  with  the  city  upon  the  training  ship. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  people  of  San  Francisco  are  already  taxed  enormoiufly  for 
the  education  of  the  children  of  the  State  other  than  their  own.  Under  the  operation  of  Article 
Twentieth  of  the  Political  Code,  which  was  enacted  at  a  time  when  San  Francisco  was  virtually 
disfranchised  in  the  Legislature,  the  people  of  that  city  paid  into  tlie  State  treasury,  last  year, 
for  school  purposes,  five  hundred  and  thirty-three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-three  dol- 
lars and  seventy-four  cents,  of  which  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  dollars 
was  carried  to  the  credit  of  forty-four  outside  counties,  and  went  to  pay  for  their  public  schools. 
Amador,  which  \ta.\A  only  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  into  the  School 
Fund,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  rcceivetl  nineteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
thirty-four  dollars.  Sierra  paid  the  modest  sum  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars,  and 
received  the  munificent  one  of  eight  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars.  The 
rich  Counties  of  Los  Angeles,  Sonoma,  Nevada,  and  Yuba,  received  respectively  thirty-eight 
thousand  four  hundred  and  fortv-one  dollars,  twenty-nine  thousand  dollars,  twenty  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  sixty -seven  dollars,  and  eleven  thousand  and  twelve  dollars  in  excess  of  the 
several  sums  contributed  by  them  to  the  State  treasury  for  school  purposes  last  year.  (See  Con- 
troller's Report  for  eighteen  hundred  and  sevent3'-seven,  page  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven.) 
Even  Alameda,  which  is  said  to  be  "  upon  the  right  side  of  the  Bay,"  absorbed,  last  year,  nine 
thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-six  tlollars  of  her  neighbor's  money  under  this  extraordinary 
system  of  ta.xation. 

It  will  be  seen,  from  the  foregoing  statement,  that  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco  are  now, 
and  have  been  for  years,  supporting,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  public  schools  in  forty-four  of  the 
fifty-two  counties  of  the  State.  That  they  have  borne  this  burden  thus  far  uncomplainingly 
furnishes  no  good  reason  for  pressing  them  still  further  in  this  exceptional  way.  It  is  not  just; 
besides,  the  taxation  now  proposed  is  for  a  far  less  worthy  object  than  the  support  of  the  com- 
mon schools  of  the  State.  The  Constitution  provides  that  "  taxation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform 
throughout  the  State."  This  bill  provides  for  taxation  without  equality,  uniformity,  or  justice, 
and  therefore  it  ought  not  to  pass.

Also,  Senate  Bill  No.  297 — An  Act  to  amend  sections  three  and  five  of  an  Act  to  authorize 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  provide  and  maintain  jiublic  water-works  for  said  city 
and  county,  and  purchase  private  property  for  that  purpose,  ajiproved  March  twenty-seventh, 
eighteen  hundred  and  scventy-aix — have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  report  it  back,  and 
recommend  passage  of  accompanying  substitute. 

Also,  Senate  Bill  No.  2:i— .Vn  Act  to  create  and  establish  a  Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  abolish  the  offices  of  City  and  County  Surveyor,  and 
Siiperintendent  of  Public  Streets,  Highways,  and  Squares — have  had  the  same  under  consider- 
ation, report  it  back,  and  recommend  passage  of  accompanying  printed  bill.

governor's  message. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor: 

To  the  Senate  of  the  Slate  of  California  : 

I  herewith  respectfully  return  to  your  honorable  body  substitute  for  Senate  Bills  Nos.  410 
and  417 — Entitled  an  Act  for  the  relief  of  sufferers  In'  the  late  storm  and  floods — without  my 
approval.  The  bill  apj)ropriates  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to  the  Howard  Benevolent  Asso- 
ciation of  the  City  of  Sacramento,  an3  charges  said  association  with  the  duty  of  disbursing 
twelve  thousand  dollars  of  the  sum  for  the  relief  of  such  destitute  sufferers  by  the  recent  floods 
as  may  apply  to  the  association,  and  of  paying  the  remainder  ther^f)f  to  certain  persons  named, 
in  the  Counties  of  Yolo,  (Jolusa,  Suiter,  and  Yuba,  who  are  required  to  disburse  the  sums  deliv- 
ered to  them,  respectively,  for  the  relief  of  such  indigent  sufferers  by  the  floods,  in  the  several 
counties  named,  as  may  apply  for  relief.  The  bill  jirovides  that  the  several  parties  named, 
other  than  the  Howard  Association,  shall  report  their  acts,  under  the  bill,  to  the  Howard  Assn- 
ciation,and  that  said  association  shall  report  to  the  Governor,  including  in  its  report  the  reports 
which  shall  have  been  made  to  it. 

I  am  quite  aware  that  it  is  an  ungracious  act  to  interpose  to  prevent  the  distribution  of  charity 
to  the  indigent  and  sull'ering,  and  it  would  be  much  more  consonant  with  my  feelings — if  I 
were  at  liberty  to  consi/lt  my  feelings  in  matters  of  official  action — to  approve  than  to  disapprove 
the  present  bill.  It  is  only  a  sense  of  official  duty  that  impels  me  to  withhold  my  signature 
from  it. 

It  is  perhaps  not  easy  to  define,  in  every  instance,  just  how  far  the  Legislative  power  may  g" 
in  making  api)ropriations  from  the  public  treasury  for  charitable  objects — while  it  is  not  tenable, 
that  the  Legislature  shall  not  in  any  instance,  or  under  any  circumstances,  appropriate  the  pub- 
lic funds  to  objects  of  charily.  I  hold  that  such  appropriations  are  admissible,  or  can  be  justi- 
tified,  only  in  extreme  cases. 

I^r.it — The  State  is  not  a  grand  insurance  company  which  undertakes,  in  consequence  of  the 
taxes  paid  by  the  citizen,  to  reimburse  him  for  the  losses  he  may  sustain  by  flood,  or  drouth, or 
fire.  The  taxes  paid  by  the  citizen  are  not,  in  any  instance,  or  under  any  circumstances,  appli- 
cable to  any  such  purpose.  They  are  paid  for  totally  different  objects;  and,  no  matter  how 
great  the  losses  of  the  citizen  from  these  sources,  he  has  not  the  shadow  of  a  claim  on  the  public 
treasury  for  reimbursement.  No  matter,  therefore,  what  the  losses  of  any  portion  of  the  people 
may  have  been  by  the  recent  floods,  the  Legislature  cannot  rightfully  apjiropriate  public  moneys 
to  make  good,  even  in  the  smallest  degree,  those  losses. 

Second — Nor  is  the  Slate  an  eleemo.synary  institution,  whose  proper  function  is  to  distribute 
gratuities  to  the  needy,  or  to  assist  along  the  weak  and  unfortunate.  The  jjroper  function  of 
the  State  is  to  secure  jjeace  and  order  in  society,  to  protect  the  citizen  in  the  exercise  of  his  just 
rights,  and  to  see  that  justice  is  done  between  man  and  man. 
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A  government  may  not  impose  taxes  on  the  property  of  the  eommunity,  and  bestow  the 
proceeds  of  such  taxation  on  the  propertyless  members  of  such  community,  either  Ijecanse  the 
comfort  and  happiness  of  such  members  would  be  inci-eased,  or  because  they  would  thus 
be  placed  in  a  position  to  add  more,  by  their  future  labor,  to  the  general  prosperity  and 
wealth  of  the  community. 

If  this  view  of  the  proper  function  of  government  be  correct,  it  would  be  a  mere  bald  usurpa- 
tion for  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  money  from  the  public  treasury  to  set  their  more  indi- 
gent portion  of  the  community  up  in  business,  or  to  enable  those  who  have  lost  their  stock  and 
farming  implements  by  the  recent  floods  to  resume  the  cultivation  of  their  farms. 

The  question  of  sympathy  for  those  who  have  lost  by  the  floods,  and  who  are  left  in  a  state  of 
comparative  destitution,  must  not  be  confounded  with  the  question  of  the  rightful  power  of  the 
Legislature  to  appropriate  money  from  the  public  treasury  for  their  relief.  No  one  will  deny 
that  the  sufferers  by  the  recent  floods  are  proper  objects  of  our  sympathy;  but  I  think  it  will 
hardly  be  contended  that  they  ought,  save  in  very  exceptional  cases,  to  be  helped  from  the  pub- 
lic treasury. 

Third — "When,  or  under  what  circumstances,  does  it  become  justifiable  and  proper  fo  make 
appropriations  from  the  public  treasury  for  purposes  of  charity?  The  bestowal  of  charity  is 
only  a  very  subordinate  ohieet  of  government,  if  it  is  not  a  mere  incident.  But  whether  wo 
regard  it  as  one  of  the  objects  for  which  government  is  instituted,  or  merely  an  extraneous 
matter  forced  on  it  by  circumstances,  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  all  governments,  at  times,  feel 
themselves  compelled  to  make  appropriations  from  the  public  treasury  for  charitable  purposes. 
The  Government  of  British  India  has  been  compelled  to  disburse  millions  on  millions  from 
the  public  treasury  to  keep  the  people  from  starvation.  The  Legislature  of  this  State  also  appro- 
priates considerable  sums  at  each  session  to  charitable  objects.  These  appropriations  are  made 
to  various  benevolent  associations  and  orphan  asylums. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  tfi  say  that  the  charitable  disbursements  of  the  Indo-Briti.sh  Govern- 
ment are  bnsed  on  the  assumption  that  the  jieojile  are  powerless  to  help  themselves,  and  that  with- 
out assistance  from  the  government  they  must  perisli.  The  charitable  appropriations  made  by 
our  Legislature  are  based  on  a  like  assumption.  There  are  more  or  less  jiersons  in  this  State 
who,  through  disease  or  age,  or  both,  have  become  incapable  of  supporting  themselves;  and 
being  without  means,  and  having  no  relatives  who  are  able  ami  willing  to  supjiort  them,  they 
must  be  supported  by  the  State,  or  depend  on  the  uncertain  charity  of  strangers.  And  why 
should  they  be  supported  by  strangers?  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  obligation  is  any  greater  on 
one  stranger  than  on  another  to  support  these  indigent  helpless  ones.  There  being  no  special 
obligation  on  any  one  to  look  after  them,  they  would  be  liable  to  die  from  want  if  the  State  did 
not  interpose'. 

Hence  the  State  is  compelled,  in  order  to  save  the  lives  of  these  indigent  helpless  ones,  and 
to  secure  to  them  that  degree  of  comfort  which  humanity  requires  us  to  furnish  them,  to  make 
appropriations  from  the  public  treasury  for  their  support.  So,  too,  in  the  case  of  the  orphans. 
The  cnild,  from  birth  to  twelve  or  fourteen  years  of  age,  is  entirely  dependent  on  some  one 
else  than  itself,  not  merely  for  comfort,  but  for  continued  existence.  Its  parents  are  its  natural 
supporters  and  protectors.  If  it  is  deprived  of  them  by  death,  and  has  no  other  relations,  able 
and  willing  to  take  care  of  and  support  it,  it  must  perish,  or  be  supported  by  strangers  or  by  the 
State.  But  why  should  any  particular  stranger  feel  it  to  be  his  duty  to  take  care  of  and  sup- 
port such  child?  Such  obligation  cannot  be  fixed  on  any  particular  stranger.  Hence  the  State, 
which  is  the  embodied  aggregate  of  every  stranger  in  the  political  community,  must  assume 
the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  child  till  it  shall  become  of  such  age  as  to  be  able  to 
provide  for  itself.  So  soon,  however,  as  the  child  becomes  able  to  support  itself  the  State  may 
no  longer  support  it  by  charity. 

From  the  above,  I  deduce  the  rule  which  should  govern  the  State  in  the  bestowal  of  charity 
to  be  this:  It  should  bestow  charit}'  only  in  those  cases  where  it  is  necessary  to  preserve  life, 
and  secure  such  a  degree  of  comfort  as  we  are  required  by  the  dictates  of  humanity  to  secure  to 
every  human  being.  The  State  should  not  be  called  on  to  make  appropriatioiis  to  aid  those 
who,  by  the  jiroper  exercise  of  their  powers,  can  preserve  their  own  lives,  and  secure  for  them- 
selves such  m  degree  of  comfort  as  the  ordinary  humane  feeling  of  civilized  men  and 
women  demand  that  all  human  beings  shall  have.  If  parties  can  accomplish  these  things  for 
themselves,  either  by  their  own  labor  directly  or  through  the  charitable  assistance  of  their 
neighbor,  or  by  means  of  credit  with  those  who  may  be  able  and  willing  to  aid  them  in  the 
hour  of  need,  trusting  to  their  future  ability  and  honesty  for  reimbursement,  the  Legislature 
would  not  be  justifiable  in  opening  the  State  treasury  for  their  aid. 

Now,  as  the  result  of  such  inquiries  as  I  have  been  able  to  make,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  great 
body  of  those  injured  by  the  recent  floods  fall  into  one  or  another  of  the  above  categories — tirst, 
they  will  be  able  to  struggle  through  their  present  difficulties  by  their  own  unaided  exertions; 
or,  second,  their  neighbors  will  extend  to  them  such  charitable  assistance  as  their  temporary 
necessities  may  require ;  or,  third,  merchants  and  others  will  give  them  credit  for  their  present 
necessaries,  trusting  in  their  future  ability  and  honesty  for  payment.  I  think  nearly,  if  not 
<}uite,  all  the  suft'erers  in  the  counties  other  than  Sacramento  and  Yolo,  named  in  this  bill,  fall 
into  one  or  another  of  these  categories.  If  so,  the  appropriation  for  them  is  not  necessary,  in  the 
sense  above  explained,  and  consequently  not  proper  or  justifiable. 

In  this  city  and  county,  however,  and  also  in  parts  of  Yolo  County,  there  are  persons,  and  per- 
haps in  considerable  numbers,  who  do  not  fall  into  either  of  the  above  categories:  they  cannot 
support  themselves  without  aid  ;  they  cannot  procure  credit  at  the  stores  or  elsewhere  for  their

tion, and  shall  be  inalienable  for  all  time;  but  leases  not  extending  ten  years  may  be  granted  for 
portions  of  said  premises."  And  whereas,  the  leases  named  in  said  quoted  provisions  of  the 
law  aforesaid  arc  yet  in  existence;  therefore,  be  it 

Be-io/ved  by  the  Senate,  the  Assembly  concurring,  That  the  Commissioners  of  Yosemite  Valley 
be  requested,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Legislature,  that  in  future  no  leases  be  made  for  any 
land  located  in  said  valley  for  more  than  ten  (10)  acres,  in  which  lease  it  is  stipulated  that  fences 
can  be  erected  ;  be  it  further 

Reaohcd,  That  the  Commissioners  of  Yosemite  Valley  are  requested,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  the 
Legislature,  that  they  so  modify,  as  far  as  jmssible,  the  present  leases  under  which  fences  have 
been  erected  on  more  than  ten  (10)  acres  of  land  in  said  valley,  thereby  removing  such  obstruc- 
tions; be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  any  future  leases  granted  by  said  Commissioners,  it  is  requested,  and  is  the 
sense  of  the  Legislature,  there  shall  be  incorporated  a  provision  that  when  fences  are  allowed  on 
laud  of  ten  (10)  acres  or  less,  the  property  so  leased  and  fenced  shall  only  be  used  for  hotel 
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and  other  purposes  for  the  accommodation  of  visitors  to  the  vallej',  and  for  no  other  purposes

Reports  were  submitted,  as  follows: 
By  Mr.  Satterwhite: 

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  IRRIGATION  AND  WATER  RIGHTS. 

Mr.  PRESinENT:  Your  Committee  on  Irrigation  and  Water  Rights,  to  whom  was  referred 
Assembly  Bill  No.  73 — An  Act  to  create  an  Irrigation  District,  embracing  certain  portions  of  the 
Counties  of  San  Joaquin,  Stanislaus,  Merced,  and  Fresno — have  had  the  same  under  considera- 
tion and  report  it  back  with  various  amendments. 

The  amendments  to  section  one  are  recommended  for  adoption  by  a  majority  of  your  com- 
mittee, and  their  object  is  to  exclude,  from  the  district  created  by  the  bill,  a  canal  already  con- 
structed for  a  distance  of  about  seventy  miles,  known  as  the  San  Joaquin  and  King's  River 
Canal,  and  the  lands  which  are  irrigated  by  that  canal. 

A  majority  of  your  committee  entertain  some  doubts  whether  the  Legislature  can  direct  the 
taking  of  the  property  of  the  San  Joaquin  and  King's  River  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company,  by 
process  of  condemnation,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  cannot  be  used  for  any  higher  or  more  use- 
ful public  purpose  than  it  now  serves.  But  conceding  the  power  to  exist,  it  is  deemed  impolitic 
to  authorize  the  taking. 

Tlie  Directors  of  this  corporation  have  appeared  before  your  committee,  and  have  asked  it  to 
recommend  the  indefinite  postponement  of  this  bill,  or  to  exclude  their  property  from  its  opera- 
tions. 

Your  committee  are  iinanimous  in  recommending  the  passage  of  the  bill;  but  a  majority  of 
your  committee  think  that  its  provisions  will  not  be  successfully  carried  out  if  the  amendments 
to  section  one  be  not  adopted,  and  the  canal  property  and  the  lands  watered  by  it  be  not 
excluded. 

Taking  property  for  public  use  by  operation  of  law  is,  under  any  circumstances,  a  tedious 
and  costly  process;  but  when  both  the  right  and  the  necessity  for  such  taking  are  denied,  and 
the  proceedings  are  contested  step  by  step  by  able  and  experienced  counsel,  the  delay  and 
expense  are  necessarily  very  much  increased. 

If  this  canal  be  not  left  out  then  the  Commissioners,  to  be  elected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  bill,  must  proceed  to  appropriate  it,  by  suit  for  its  condemn.atiou,  which  will  be  resisted  by 
the  managers  of  the  canal  corporation,  who  will  in  turn  inaugurate  judicial  proceedings  to 
restrain  the  acts  of  the  Commissioners,  and  thus,  at  the  very  outset,  the  machinery  of  the  bill 
will  be  clogged,  and  its  operation  be  delayed,  if  not  finally  prevented. 

The  evidence  adduced  before  your  committee  shows  the  cost  of  the  San  Joaquin  and  King's 
River  Canal,  including  interest,  to  be  one  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars;  if,  therefore, 
the  Court  before  which  proceedings  in  eminent  domain  are  had  should  decree  that  the  property 
may  be  lawfully  taken,  it  is  not  probable  that  it  will  be  obtained  for  much  less  than  its  cost,  so 
that  nearly  one-half  the  amount  authorized  to  be  raised  by  the  bill  will  be  devoted  to  the  pur- 
chase of  this  property. 

If  this  should  be  the  result,  and  the  amount  required  for  this  purchase  is  withdrawn  from 
the  fund  designed  for  the  construction  of  the  main  canal,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  objects  of 
the  bill  can  be  accomplished  without  coming  again  to  this  Legislature  and  obtaining  authority 
to  issue  more  bonds,  which  could  only  be  secured  by  a  second  mortgage  upon  the  property  of 
the  district,  and  would  necessarily  be  disposed  of  at  a  considerable  discount,  thus  placing  a  debt 
upon  the  district  which  would  far  exceed  the  actual  cash  value  of  all  its  property. 
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And  while  the  question  whether  the  Commiasioners  could  acquire  the  San  Joaquin  and 
King's  River  Canal  was  pending,  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  commence  the  construction  of 
the  main  work,  because  it  would  not  be  known  how  much  of  the  fund  would  be  available  for 
the  ))ur])ose. 

By  leaving  out  the  canal  and  the  lands  watered  by  it,  all  interests  will  be  harmonized,  a 
oostly  and  almost  indefinite  litigation  prevented,  and  the  Commissioners, charged  with  the  exe- 
cution of  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  will  be  enabled  at  once  to  proceed  to  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  without  hindrance. 

On  all  the  other  amendments,  herewith  reported,  your  committee  is  unanimous,  and  respect- 
fullv  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill  as  thus  amended.

governor's  MESSAGE. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor : 

To  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Caiifornia  : 

I  herewith  respeotfully  return  to  your  honorable  body  Senate  Bill  No.  252,  entitled — An  Act 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expense?  of  the  Seventh  Street  Commission,  in  and  for  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco — without  niy  approval. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  eighteen  hunared  and  seventy-five  and  seventy-six,  an  Act 
was  passed  providing  for  the  opening,  grading,  macadamizing,  and  improving  a  public  street  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  called  "  Seventh  Street."  The  Act  created  a  Board 
of  Commissioners,  under  whose  direction  and  sujiervision  the  public  improvement  therein  pro- 
vided for  was  to  be  made,  and  defined  the  district  which  was  to  be  charged  with  the  cost  of 
making  it. 

An  inspection  of  the  Act  will  show  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  which  is  the  legislative  branch  of  the  municipal  government,  was  not  required, 
as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  milking  of  the  improvement,  to  sanction,  or  in  any  manner  give 
their  assent  to,  the  proposed  improvement.  The  improvement  was  ordered  by  the  Legislature, 
and  the  will  of  the  local  government  with  respect  to  it  was  entirely  ignored.    For  this  reason. 
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the  Act  was  declared  unconstitutional,  the  Court  holding,  in  consonance  with  the  doctrine  of 
the  People  vs.  Lynch,  that  the  Legislature  could  not  order  or  direct  improvements  of  this  char- 
acter to  be  made  within  a  municipality.  The  Legislature  may,  according  to  said  decision, 
authorize  the  body  within  the  municipality,  clothed  with  the  legislative  power  of  such 
municipality  to  make  such  improvements,  or  order  them  to  be  made,  but  cannot  itself  order 
them  made.  In  the  next  place,  it  must  be  observed  that  the  cost  of  making  this  improvement 
was  not  to  be  a  charge  on  the  whole  property  of  the  citv  and  countv,  but  on  the 
property  within  a  circumscribed  district  in  the  itiimediate  locality  of  the "  improvement. 
Why  was  this?  Manifestly  because,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature  which  ordered  the 
iniiprovement,  it  would  be  equitable  to  require  the  propertv  of  a  district  which  would  be 
enhanced  in  value  by  the  improvement  to  bear  the  cost  ol  such  improvement,  while  it  would 
not  be  equitable  to  charge  propertv  for  an  improvement  which  would  not  be  benefited  bv  it. 
It  is  clear,  also,  that  it  was  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature  that  this  proposed  improvetnent 
was  not  one  of  the  character  which  could  properly  be  paid  for  out  of  the  city  treasurj- ;  other- 
wise it  would  have  provided  that  it  should  f>e  a  charge  on  the  whole  property  of  the  city.  We 
cannot  suppose  that  the  Legislature  would  be  guilty  of  the  injustice  of  imposing  on  "a  small 
district  what  in  equity  should  be  a  charge  against  the  whole  city.  Clearly,  then,  if  the  Ac  t 
ordering  this  improvement  had  been  constitutional,  and  the  improvement  had  been  mail^ 
as  provided  for  in  the  Act,  the  cost  of  the  improvement  could  have  been  charged  equitably,  a- 
well  as  legally,  only  against  the  property  of  the  locality  benefited  thereby.  I  take  it,  that  ii 
will  not  tje  claimed  by  any  one,  that  this  cost  could  be  equitably  charged,' indifferently  on  tlic 
pro|)erty  of  ihe  district,  or  the  ()roperty  of  the  whole  city. 

Now,  are  the  equities,  with  respect  to  the  costs  that  'accrued  under  the  Act  before  it  wn^ 
declared  unconstitutional,  changed  by  the  fact  that  the  Act  was  declared  unconstitutional,  an.l 
the  improvement  never  completed?  If  the  cost  of  the  improvement,  when  completed,  oou LI 
not  equitably  have  been  paid  out  of  the  city  treasurj-,  by  what  process  of  reasoning  cAn  it  h.' 
shown  ths^t  the  cost  of  an  inconsiderable  i)art  of  the  work  on  the  improvement — the  mep' 
commencement  of  the  improvement — can  be  so  paid?  Had  the  improvement  been  oimipletci, 
it  might  have  been  that  all  parts  of  the  city  would  have  received  some  moietv  of  l>enefit  from  it. 
which  would  have  laid  a  shadow  of  a  foundation  in  equity  for  saddling  on  the  city  the  cost  ■■t 
it.  As  it  is,  however,  the  city  has  received  no  Ijeuefit  whatever,  as  an  equitable  foundation  fur 
charging  the  expenses  of  the  Commission  against  the  city  treasurj-. 

It  will  be  asked,  however,  are  not  the  parties,  who  rendered  ser\-ices  under  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  directing  this  improvement  to  be  made,  equitably  entitled  to  compensation? 
Undoubtedly  their  case  is  a  hard  one. 

But,  because  one  is  eciuitably  entitled  to  compensation  from  A,  but  cannot  collect  from  A 
what  is  equitably  due  him,  does  it  follow  that  he  ought  to  be  assisted  or  authorized  to  colloi  t 
what  A  owes  him  from  B?  Before  he  ought,  in  any  event,  to  be  permitted  to  acquire  a  legal 
right  to  collect  from  B,  he  should  be  required  to  show  some  equitable  claim  against  him,  as  the 
basis  of  such  legal  right.  In  the  case  under  consideration,  it  is  impossible  that  this  should  be 
done,  for  no  improvement  was  perfected  from  which  the  city  at  large  could  derive  any  l)euefit. 
It  maj-  be  alleged  that  this  Act  lays  a  foundation  for  a  legal  claim  against  the  city  treasur\- 
in  this :  that  it  provides  that  the  Commissioners,  who  were  charged  with  the  making  of  this 
improvement,  shall  deliver  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco all  books,  papers,  maps,  diagrams,  and  other  property  and  data  in  the'  possession  of 
such  Commissioners. 

These  books,  papers,  etc.,  the  making  and  obtaining  of  which  have  cost  the  sum  which  it  is 
now  proposed  to  charge  on  the  treasury  of  the  city,  must  l>e  valuable  chiefly,  and  perhaps 
solely,  for  the  use  that  can  be  made  of  them  in  going  on  with,  and  completing  the  improve- 
ment, to  aid  which  they  were  made.  For  these  uses,  they  may  be  worth  all  it  has  cost  to  pro- 
cure them.  And  if  it  were  proposed  now  to  go  on  and  complete  the  opening  and  improvement 
of  "Seventh  Street,"  at  the  exjiense  of  the  city  treasury.  I  should  deem  it  legitimate  to  paj- 
for  them  from  the  city  treasury  all  they  would  be  worth"  to  the  city  in  prosecuting  that  improve- 
ment. But  unless  this  imi)rovement  is  to  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  it  is  difficult  to 
see  what  interest  the  city  can  have  in  purchasing  this  property.  If  cfjuity  "reouires  that  this 
improvement  shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  property  in  the  locality  whicn  will  be  bene- 
fited by  it,  it  cannot  require  also  that  the  city  shall  take  upon  itself  the  biinlen  of  relieving 
such  property  of  the  expense  of  procuring  the  maps,  etc.,  necessary  in  prosecuting  the  work. 

Now,  it  hap|)ens  that  the  present  Legislature  has  pa-ssed  an  Act  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  open,  etc.,  the  said  "  Seventh  Street :" 
but  by  making  the  cost  thereof  a  charge  on  the  property  m  the  locality,  not  on  the  city  at  large. 

I  now  summarize,  as  follows: 

First — The  Legislature  ordered  this  improvement  to  be  made,  regardless  of  what  the  will  of 
the  municipal  authorities  res[)ecting  it  might  be. 

Second — It  ordered  it  done  for  the  benefit  of  a  district  in  San  Francisco,  not  for  the  benefit  of 
the  whole  city. 

Third — The  Legislature  created  the  agency  through  which  the  improvement  was  to  be  made. 
The  fact  that  the  Commission  was  composed  of  three  officers  of  the  municipal  government  is 
quite  immaterial,  as  their  functions,  as  Commissioners,  were  derived  wholly  from  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  ordering  the  improvement. 

In  support  of  the  views  presented  above,  I  will  venture  to  introduce  some  of  the  reasoning  of 
the  Supreme  Court  in  Hoagland  vs.  the  City  of  Sacramento. 
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In  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  the  Legislature  created  a  Board  of  Levee  Commissioners 
for  the  City  of  saorarnento.  Aa  in  the  case  of  Seventh  Street  Commissioners,  these  Com- 
missioners derived  all  their  authority  from  the  Act  of  the  Legislature;  and  by  said  Act  they 
were  directed  what  they  should  do.  In  pursuanee  of  these  directions,  the  Commissioners 
opened  a  new  channel  for  the  American  River,  through  which  it  should  thereafter  flow  into 
tne  Sacramento.  One  of  the  alleged  results  of  this  eliange  in  the  channel  of  the  ,\mericjin 
River  was  the  destruclifin  of  certain  property  in  Yolo  County,  belonging  to  Hoaglanil  and 
others.  This  change  in  the  river,  be  it  observed,  was  made,  declaredly,  for  the  ])rotection  of 
Sacramento  City,  and  the  cost  of  the  work  was  paid  out  (jf  the  treasury  of  the  city. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five  and  seventy-six,  an  Act 
was  passed  authorizing  Iloagland  and  others  to  sue  the  City  of  Sacramento  for  damages  result- 
ing from  the  change  made  in  the  outlet  of  the  American  River  by  the  Sacramento  Levee  Com- 
missioners. 

In  their  opinion,  denying  the  claim  for  damaged,  the  Court  say:  "The  canal  having  been 
constructed  by  agencies  wholly  foreign  to  the  city  government,  and  acting  independently  of  its 
control,  it  is  (liflicult  to  discover  upon  what  grounds  it  could  he  stiid  that  a  claim  for  <lamages, 
of  which  the  I'aiial  was  tlu'  remote  cause,  existed  against  the  city  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff. 

It  is  (X)nceded  that,  except  for  the  Act  of  March  eleventh,  the  jilaintiff  held  no  claim  for 
compensation  against  the  city  which  was  capable  of  enforcement  in  the  Courts. 

What  claim,  then,  did  he  have  in  foro  cortsrie.nciit:,  or  in  ecpiity — even  in  the  most  unrestricted 
sense  in  which  that  term  is  used — to  be  compensated  by  the  city  for  the  losses  he  had  sustained? 
We  have  seen  already  that  the  construction  of  the  canal  was  not  the  act  of  the  city,  nor  does  it 
even  appear  by  the  record  to  have  been  constructed  u|)on  her  petition  or  solicitation,  or  even 
with  her  consent  or  apj)rohation.  The  work  was  dn-ectly  originated  and  conducted  by  the 
Slate,  through  the  ngencies  provided  by  the  statute  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  enacted 
by  the  Legislature  for  that  purpose;  and  had  the  city  by  any  legal  means  attempted  to  prevent 
or  control  it,  she  must  have  failed  in  doing  so.  The  mere  proximity  of  the  city  to  the  line  of 
the  canal,  and  the  fact  that  its  completion  operated  in  a  measure  to  protect  her  from  the  over- 
flow of  the  American  River,  do  not  create  a  lial)ility  upon  her  jiart  to  compensate  the  iilaintiflT; 
for  the  benefits  she  has  received,  like  the  damages  the  plain'.ifl'  has  sustained,  are  but  the  inci- 
dents, not  unusual  or  extraordinary,  arising  from  the  construction  of  public  works  or  improve- 
ments by  the  government. 

In  this  view,  it  is  clear  that  the  Act  of  March  eleventh  is  one  in  excess  of  the  legislative 
authority,  and  cannot  be  supported  ;  while  the  legislative  power  may,  as  it  frequently  does, 
interpose  to  furnish  a  remedy  or  remove  an  impediment,  which  prevents  the  enforcement  of  a 
legal  or  equitable  right  or  duty  already  existing,  it  cannot,  even  against  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion, create  a  claim  without  the  consent  of  those  who  are  to  be  taxed  with  its  payment. 
Such  a  procedure,  while  taking  on  the  form  of  a  statutory  enactment,  would  amount  to 
mere  spoliation.  "So  he  who  was  never  bound,  either  legally  or  equitably,  cannot  have  a 
demand  created  against  him  by  mere  legislative  enactment."  (Cooley's  Constitutional  Law, 
669.)  This  may  he  stated  as  the  grand  result  of  the  authorities  in  which  the  i>ower  of  the 
Legislature  to  enact  retrospective  laws  is  considered.

with  fresh  water  by  any  person,  firm,  association,  joint  stock  com- 
pany, or  corporation,  formed  under  or  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this 
State  to  supply  water  to  such  city  and  county,  or  ciiy  or  town,  or  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  shall  be  determined  by  a  Board  of  Commission- 
ers, to  be  selected  as  follows  :  Three  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
or  other  executive  head  of  the  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  on 
the  part  of  said  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  confirmed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  for;  and 
three  on  the  part  of  the  water  company,  to  be  appointed  by  such 
company,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  and  the  County 
Judge  of  the  county,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  a  Commissioner  and 
President  of  the  Board;  ijrovided,  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  any  Board  of  Water-rate  Commissioners,  under  the  laws  now 
in  force,  from  fixing  rates  at  any  time  before  the  Board  of  Water-rate 
Commissioners,  under  this  Act,  have  established  rates  as  herein  pro- 
vided ;  and  such  rates  may  be  collected  until  the  rates  herein  pro- 
vided are  fixed.

To  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  California : 

Without  sanction  in  custom,  I  accompany  the  notice  to  your  honorable  Ixidy  of  my  having 
signed  substitute  for  Senate  Bill  >'o.  81 — entitled  an  Act  for  the  relief  of  Henry  F.  Williams, 
and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  certain  money  equitably  due  said  Williams —  with  a  brief 
statement  of  the  grounds  on  which  I  base  my  action  in  this  case.  I  do  this  that  I  may  not  be 
subject  to  the  charge  of  inconsistency  in  signing  the  bill,  and  withholding  my  signature  from 
others,  which  may  seem,  on  a  superficial  view,  to  fall  into  the  same  category  with  it. 

On  the  thirtieth  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  was 
approved  authorizing  the  Board  of  Sui^rvisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to 
modify  the  grade  of  Second  Street,  in  said  city.  The  Act  provided  that  the  cost  of  the  work 
which  it  authorized  and  directed  to  be  done,  should  be  defrayed  by  an  assessment  on  the  real 
estate  of  a  certain  defined  district,  in  the  locality  of  the  improvement. 

It  directed : 

First — That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  let  a  contract  for  the  grading  of  the  street. 

Second — That,  at  their  second  regular  meeting  after  the  contract  should  be  completed,  they 
should  appoint  Commissioners  to  assess  the  property  of  the  district  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  work. 

Third — That,  when  the.se  Commissioners  should  complete  the  assessment  of  the  district,  and 
their  report  should  be  confirmed,  the  Mayor  of  the  city  should  cause  a  transcript  of  the  assess- 
ments to  be  made,  and  attach  his  warrant  thereto. 

Fourth — That,  thereupon,  the  Board  of  Sujwrvisors  should  cause  the  assessments  to  be  col- 
lected, and  the  amounts  due  to  contractors  paid  over  to  them. 

These  things  were  done  : 

Firxt— The  Board  of  Supervisors  let  the  contract,  as  required  by  the  Act. 

Second — Williams  had  the  contract  awarded  to  him,  he  being  the  lowest  bidder. 

Third — He  completed  his  contract,  according  to  its  terms,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  November, 
eight<-en  hundred  and  sixty-nine. 

Now,  Williams  was  not  entitled  to  his  money  on  the  completion  of  his  contract,  for  the  law 
under  which  the  contract  was  taken  did  not  stipulate  that  he  should  be  paiil  as  soon  as  the  work 
should  be  done.  But  he  was  eutitletl  to  have  the  officers  of  the  city  to  perform  their  plain  duty ; 
in  other  words,  the  provisions  of  the  law  under  which  the  contract  was  let,  prescribing  the 
duties  of  public  officers,  entered  into  the  contract,  and  t>ecame  essential  parts  of  it.  He  had  a 
right  to  exjiect,  and  demand,  when  he  had  done  what  the  contract  required,  that  public  officers 
would  perform  the  official  acts  which  the  law  enjoined  in  the  premises.  These  acts,  however, 
the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  deliberately  and  willfully  refused  to  perform;  and  they 
persisted  in  such  refusal,  as  1  am  informed,  about  seventeen  months.  Now,  will  any  one  say 
that  tliere  ought  to  be  no  pecuniary  liabilitv  for  the  loss  resulting  to  Williams  from  the  deliberate 
and  willful  refusal  of  public  officers  to  perform  certain  plain  ministerial  acts  which  they  as 
solemnly  engaged  to  perform  when  they  let  the  contract,  as  Williams  engaged  to  do  what  was 
required  of  him? 

That  Williams  did  not  get  his  money  was  through  no  laches  of  his  own ;  through  no  defects 
in  the  law  or  irregularities  in  its  administration,  of  which  he  would  have  been  bound  to  lake 
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notion  or  sufTer  the  conspqiienoes ;  it  was  through  tlip  (leli))erat(>  and  willful  refusal  of  puhlic 
ofTieers  to  perform  certain  acts  which  the  contract  they  had  ina/le  with  Williams  stipulated 
that  tlii^y  would  perform.  He  was  not  bound  to  forsee  or  to  presume  that  puhlic  officers  would 
not  perform  all  ofJicial  acts  required  of  them;  and,  hence,  he  should  not  be  left  to  suffer  the 
consequences,  as  would  be  proper  if  he  had  su3taine<l  losses  through  his  own  hx'hes.  or  from 
defects  in  proceedings  about  which  he  had  the  means  of  informing  himself,  and  of  which  he 
was  bound  to  take  notice.  In  this  case  the  injury  resulted  wholly  from  the  wrongful  refusal  to 
act  on  the  part  of  public  officers,  which  the  injured  party  couhl  neither  foresee  or  prevent.  It 
seems  clear  to  me  that  these  facts  make  a  case,  not  merely  justifying,  but  requiring  the  relief 
])rovidi'<l  in  this  bill. 

It  is  equitable  also  that  Williams  should  receive  interest  for  the  period  during  which  he  was 
kept  out  of  his  money  by  the  non-action  of  officers,  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  his  contract.  As 
soon  as  the  grafting  was  completed  the  nublic  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  his  work.  In  equity  he 
was  entitled  to  interest  on  the  amount  due  him  during  the  period  he  was  kept  out  of  his  money 
by  the  refusal  of  the  officers  to  perform  their  official  duty  in  the  premises. 

But  the  original  Act,  under  which  (his  work  was  done,  provided  that  its  cost  should  he 
charged  against  a  district  in  the  locality  of  the  imjirovement.  This  bill  provides  that  the  inter- 
est which  accrued  on  Williams'  claim  during  the  period  in  which  the  citv  officials  refused  to 
act  shall  l)e  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury,  ilow  can,  what  under  the  law  was  a  charge  against 
a  district,  be  equitably  made  a  claim  against  the  whole  citv  and  paid  out  of  the  ritv  ti-easury  7 

The  improvement  of  streets  in  a  city  may  be  made  either  at  the  cost  of  the  property  in" the 
vicuiity  of  the  improvement,  or  at  the  cost  of  the  whole  city.  Whether  a  particular  improve- 
ment shall  be  made  in  one  method  or  the  other,  is  a  question  which  addresses  itself  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body  vested  with  the  legislative  power  of  the  city. 

This  body  originally  determined  that  the  cost  of  grmling Second  Street,  and  also  the  damages 
to  ]>roperty,  should  be  a  charge  on  the  pronerty  of  a  certain  defined  district  in  the  locality.  "  If 
this  original  determination  had  been  adhereil  to.  it  would  be  difficult  now  to  say  th.it  the 
claim  of  Williams  could  be  rightfully  transferred  from  the  <listrict  to  the  whole  city';  but  at  a 
subsequent  period,  to  wit,  on  Marcli  twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  an 
Act  passed  the  Legislature,  authorizing  the  Boanl  of  Supervisors,  in  their  discretion,  to  allow 
and  oriler  paid  out  of  the  (ieneral  Fund  of  the  city  the  claims  of  parties  for  damages  caused  hy 
the  grading  of  Second  Street. 

In  ])ursuanee  of  this  authorization,  the  Board  of  Supervifwrs  have  allowed  these  claims,  and 
ordered  them  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury.  By  this  act.  the  legislative  jxiwer  of  the  city  ha.s 
declared  that  tlie  cost  of  the  iin|)rovement"of  Second  Street,  anil  the  damages  to  proi)erty  result- 
ing tlierelVom,  should  have  been  a  charge  against  the  city  at  large, and  not  on  the  district  alone 

'V'''  '       'he  original  Act  authorizing  the  improvement;  or  that  it  should  have  been  app<ir- 

tioned  bctwi  eu  the  district  and  the  city.  In  view  of  the  action  taken  hv  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, under  authority  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  March  twenlv-eiglith,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-four,  I  do  not  deem  it  my  duty  to  interfere,  bv  a  veto  of  this  bill,  to  pn>vent  the 
same  body  from  determining  whether  the  claim  of  Willia'ms also  shall  1«?  paid  from  the  city 
treasury.

I  also  desire 
to  return  my  thanks  to  the  gentlemen  at  the  Secretary's  desk  and  all  employed  about  the  Sen- 
ate, and  particularly  to  you,  Senators,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  for  the  uniform  kindness 
and  courtesy  with  which  you  have  treated  the  Chair.  Without  your  indulgence,  without  your 
kindness,  which  has  had  in  it  always  a  full  measure  of  sincere,  personal  friendship,  I  should 
not  have  been  able  to  have  succeeded  as  well  to  my  satisfaction  as  I  have.  That  I  committed 
some  errors,  some  mistakes,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  and  but  for  my  friend,  the  Senator  from  San 
Joaquin,  I  doubtless  would  have  conmiitted  many  more.  To  him  I  personally  and  individually 
return  my  thanks  for  his  many  acts  of  kindness  and  his  oft  rei)ealed  advice.  Senators,  I  can 
assure  you  that  each  and  every  one  of  you,  as  you  disperse  to  your  homes,  will  take  with  you 
not  only  my  good  will,  but,  I  can  truthfully  say,  the  smcere  friendship  of  ray  heart.
